Tangier Pays Inilemnlty for Murder 
of German Trader— Turkish 
Troops iu Macedonia. 

London, July 2,3 — Aooording to repocta 
of the polling thus far returned, the state of 
parlies is as follows :

la viow of tho report that Eouudor is 
threatening 130 invude Columbia, tho giirri- 
ann of Panama ia being reinforced. Tho 
U. S. CoDBul has telegraphed to Washing- 
ton asking that a warship be eenc to protect 
American interetts. 

Eleven pupils of the Canadian college at 
RoDin, having finished their studies, started 
for Canada yesterday. 

It is anoounoed that 30,000 men belong- 
ing to tho third Turkish army corps have 
been ordered to mobilize in Macedonia, Id 
an enoouDtor at Uaukiah, one linndred miles 
soiithweat of Saionioa, between inanrgents 
and ITurkiah troopa, the former were de- 
feated with a loaa of thirty killed and thirty 
woonded. The Turkish ministry have de- 
cided to send 3,U00 men belonBtns to the 
fifth army oorpa to reinforce the Tnrkish 
troops on. tlie lalandof Crete. 

CCwo prominent Tarkiah oflBcors have been 
exiled to 'Uamagona for expressing tbom- 
selves in favor of Sultan Murad, who was 
deposed from the throne (n favor of his 
brother, the present Sultan, Abdul Hamld, 
in 1870 

At a trial of guns at Bouvlnoa, near Tou- 
lon, tho breech was blown ofT one of the 
pieces and a sailor was killed. Admiral 
Chatoauminoia, two ofiScers and aoTerai men 
were wounded. 

Tho Gorman coneul ab Tangier has been 
paid $50,000 as Indemnity on the part of 
MoToooo for tho murder of a German trader. 
Foar German wtrsbips have been there for 
some time past to support the demands of 
the German oonanl in this matter. Two 
Datoh warships were kIso preae^ to aapport 
the demand of the German idoral, acting 
for Holland, for an indemnity for the plun- 
dering 0! the Datoh brig Marie Anno by 
Riff pirates. 

A mob of 150 Bedouins made a deter- 
mined attaolc upon a number of lighters in 
the harbor of Jeddah. They boarded the 
veeaela and plundered them of the most val- 
uable goods. Seven sailora and nine negroes 
were serioualy wounded while attempting 
to protect the lighters from the Bedouin 
rioters. 

The reply of tho Porto to the reoommend- 
ationa of the Powore regarding reforma in 
Armenia will bo oommunioated to Groat 
Britain, France and Raasia to-morrow. It 
ia nnderatood that the Porte will make sev- 
eral ooncesaions, but objects to the proposed 
system of control. 

The Pally News haa a dispatch from Vi- 
enna ia which Its correspondent says that 
he la informed that tho cabinota of Vienna, 
Berlin, Rome ond London will perfeot an 
entente with regard to Macedonia. Auatria 
is entrusted with tho mission, taking a lead- 
ing part in tho alTair. Austria, first of all, 
is to prevent tho Insurgents from possessing 
any part of the road to Salonica. 

A Vienna dispatch says : The Mace, 
donian insurgonls defeated the Turkish 
troops on Wednesday and Thursday at 
Permdftgh. Tho victors, nnmberlng 1,500, 
now intend to fight their way to Strnm- 
nitza and to deacroy the railway in the 
Vardar valley in order to prevent the ad- 
VBDce of troops. The Macedonian move- 
ment deserves t)he attention of all interested 
in the peace of Europe. 



THE FITZBL HUBDEBS 

Hade Away With Early In December— Other 
Crimes Alleged Against Holmes. 

Toronto, Joly — The authorities to. 
day have been put in posaeaaion of a num- 
ber of lettora and dooumenta which enow 
that early in Daoember of last year Iho 
aathoritiea of Philadelphia were cognizant 
of the faot that Holmes had made away with 
tho three Pltzal children. 

CiiicAdO, July 21) — During the police ex- 
amination of the hoiiae of H. H. Holmes to- 
day, when the purtitions were torn down a 
white dreaa waa found on which were aev- 
oral dark spots resembling either iron ruat 
or blood Htains. Tho nature of the ataina 
could not be dotormlned and tho dross was 
sent to police beadquartore, where an analy. 
aia will bo made. The discovery was made 
while workmen were digging near one of tho 
walls in tno basement. Hidden under 
the rubbiah a barrel was found, and 
in it, buried among a mass of broken crock- 
ery and old tinware, was the dreaa. The 
house waa surrounded all day by a ourioua 
orov/d of alghtseera. 

A meeting of the deteolivoa engaged in 
the examination of the house was hold to- 
night, and they annoanoed that In their 
opinion the house had been oonstruoted for 
the purpose of deliberate slaughter. More 
care than over will now be exercised in 
searching the promises. 

Arthur Minor, of 413 Stabs street, swore 
out a warrant this afternoon before Judge 
Richardson for E. H. Holmea, (Fhe charge 
ia mordor, and Minor says be believes hia 
aunt, Misa Jnlla Oonnors, was among othora 
killed by Holmes between August 1 and 
November 1, 1893.

INFOBMATION WANTED. 

The Secretary of State Wrlttan to BeeardlnK 
the Whereabouts of John B. Beld. 

Ottawa, July 23. — Hon. Dr. Montague, 
Secretary of State, haa received the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. George Marr, seUcitor, 
43 Hanover otreeb, Edinburgh, Scotland, 
which ho haa asked the Colonist to publish 
in the hope that it may meet tho eye of the 
party referred to. Mr. Marr aaya : 

"I take leave to bring the following mat- 
ter under your notice In order (hat yon may, 
perhaps, do an important servioe to a poor 
woman in this city, 

" A little over a year ago John B. Reid 
was resident in or near Nanaimo, B. C, so 
far aa I can gather, aa a settler. He was in 
the habit of writing regularly to hia eister 
here — an elderly lady — sending her a small 
monthly allowance. The letters and re- 
mittanoea terminated abruptly about the 
beginning of last year, and no enquiries that 
Miss Reid baa been able to make have 
brought to light anything eoaoerniog hia 
present circumstances. She ii entirely 
without meana, and is thus not only auffur- 
ing terrible anxiety aa to the ooadition of 
her brother, but is much pressed for means 
of subiistenoe. Sometime ago 1 wrote on 
her behalf to the postmaster at Nanaimo, 
but have received no reply as to whether 
Mr. Reid isatill alive or in the district. 

" I address you in tho hopo that you may 
be good enough to cuuao such onquirioa to bo 
made as will indicate to Miss Reid what has 
become of her brother. She informs ine that 
ho bad some means, and that she ia certain 
that were he living he would not have let ao 
much time elapse without ooromnnloating 
with ber. 

" I truat to have the pleasure of receiving 
Buoh information as em be obtained. 

" P.S. — Reid waa, 1 believe, at one time 
a circuB man." 

The Secretary of State will be glad to 
hear from any person in British Columbia 
who may happen to know anything of Roid'a 
whereabouts or what has become of him, in 
order that the information may be sent to 
Scotland. 



DUEKANT'8 TKIAL. 



Great Excitement in the Neighbor- 
hood of the Conrt Honse— Ap- 
pearance of the Prisoaer. 

Changfe of Yenne Moved for on the 
Oronnd of Impossibility of 
Fair Trial. 



San Fhanolsco, July 23. — Hundreds of 
people surrounded the county jail yesterday 
morning eager to see William Heury Theo- 
dore Durrant taken to the new city hall to 
be tried for the murder of Blanche Lament 
and Minnie Williams In Emanuel church 
last April. The waiting crowds were dis- 
appointed. At 8:45 Sheriff Wbalen sent 
his private buggy to the county jail and 
Durrant and Chief Jailer Sttbler started 
alone for the oity ball. Ko one saw them 
start except the deputy jailers. The pair 
attracted no attention as they drove 
through the streets. The early hour dis- 
appointed the watchers at both ends of the 
journey. All the atroeta in tho vicinity 
were black with people until long after the 
hour for opening court. The court depu- 
ties guarded both doors of the court room 
and admitted none but jurors, attorneya and 
newspaper men, who occupied all the seats 
in the room, all tho chairs being taken. 
Judge Murphy peremptorily ordered that 
none others bo admitted. 

Durrani's father was early ab tho court to 
meet hia son. Tho two sat in Cjulot conver- 
sation. When Durrant was first arrested 
his moustache hid hia mouth, and hia long 
hair gave him the appearance of a student. 
Now his closely cropped hair gives him a 
criminal appearance, and his clean-shaven 
lips reveal the ooarso sensuality of his 
mouth. Three months' confinement in jail 
baa made hia naturally colorless com- 
plexion even more pallid and pasty. 

When Judge Murphy said : " Case of W. 
H. T. Durrant, murder," Diatrlot Attorney 
Barnes said, " Ready for the people." At- 
torney Dickinson, for the defendant, movod 
for a change of venue, stating that if it 
should appear that it would be impossible to 
secure an unbiasud jury or should such a 
state of feeling bo developed as would ren- 
der a fair t'lal improbable, he would reserve 
tho right to renew the motion which he ask- 
ed the judge now to paaa upon. In support 
of the motion Mr. Uiokinaon Bald he would 
aubmit allidavita of the defendant, Charlos 
G. Garner and P. J. Perkins. Tho jiidi;o 
inaiated that the aliidavilB should ho road, 
although oounaol said the reading would oc 
oupy to day and to-morrow. Durrani's afD 
davit stated that owing to publications in 
tho local press, tho mind of tho public had 
boon infl.^niod against him and tho proas and 
people had boon vlolontly prejudicod bo that 
ho bolioveil ho could not have a fair trial, 
in support of thia alatomont Djuproy read 
as part of the ailidavit exoorpta from the 
three morning and throe evening papers 
published in -San Francisco, inoluding prac- 
tioally everything that has boon written 
about the Ourrant murder. The reading of 
aiiidavits with newspaper clippings oocapied 
the court without interruption during the 
afternoon.

OTTAWA,;july 23.— Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
leaves on Friday for Regina to be preaent 
at the Nortbweat exhibition, whioh opens 
on the 29 th inst. 

Lord Abirdoen]fwiIl formally open the 
new co-operative oreamery at Renfrew on 
Thursday. Lady Aberdeen will go the same 
day to perform the ceremony of dedicating 
Aberdeen Park at that place. Hia Excel- 
lency and Lady Aberdeen will leave the 
same night for the West, their intention 
being after tho opening of the Territoilal 
exhibition to proceed through to the Paclfio 
coast. 

There was a protracted aitting of council 
to day. The mlniaterB wore engiged in tho 
branBaction of departmental and other work 
accumulated during the declining days of a 
very busy eession of parliament. By next 
week the majority of the cabinet members 
will have departed for their summer holi- 
days. 

X'fae organization of tho Cuatoma board on 
the lines recently pasaed by parliament will 
bo oommenood without doli>y. The new 
appointments to the board will be made by 
order-ln-counoll. 

The Controller of Cuatoms will be in Hal- 
ifax next week attending the meeting of the 
Grand Lodge of British Amsrioa, of which 
be is Sovereign Grand Master. 

Hon, Mr. Costigan left yesterday for the 
Maritime provinces. During his abaence of 
a fortnight or ao the affairs of the Marine 
and Fiaherias department will be adminis- 
tered by Sir C. H Tupper. 

Upon the report of the Minister of Marine 
the government has passed an order-ln- 
oonnoil to be transmitted to the Imperial 
authorities strongly protesting against the 
seizure of the eealing schooner Shelby. 

Mr, Saunders, director of experlmentol 
farms, telegraphs the department of agri- 
culture to-day from Brandon, Man., to the 
effect that , the crops between there and 
Winnipeg are very ptomialng. The growth 
in moat placea, he saya, is even and strong, 
the grain is well headed, and ia lodged in 
spots in a few fields only. The director 
anticipates a grand crop if the weather 
keeps favorable. 

WINNIPEG WIBINGS. 

Five Children Urowaed In liake Oa«phln— 
Archbishop Laneevin to T'sit Some— 
Hon. Hr. Daly to Visit B, 0. 

WiMNiFEO, July 23,— (Special)— The Lake 
Dauphin oorrespondent of the Tribune writes 
that five children were drowned In the lake 
there a week ago. The name of the vlotima 
Is Beech. The fimlly resided near the 
shore of Lake Dauphin, On Sunday the 
children, ranging in age from fifteen to i 
yeers, went down to the lake ahore to have 
a bathe. After playing about for a time 
the children got in an old boat which waa in 
a very nnseaworthy condition. They puah- 
ed off from shore and the wind swept the 
craft out Into the lake, and filling rapidly 
with water the children were soon atrug- 
gling with the waves. The eldest boy did 
hia beat to save hia little sinter, but they 
soon sank out of sight. There was but one 
girl, the other four being boys. 

A farmer named James OTaylor was 
drowned at Gilbert Plains while crossing 
the Wilson river, All the streams in the 
North aro badly swollen.

The Ministerial Policy Has Been En 
nnciated Clearly and lu a De- 
ilaite Manner. 



In replying to Hon. Mr. L-iurler In Ihu 
Houae of Commone, on the 15th July, inst. , 
Hon Mr. Foster, who wub very wurialj 
received, said : The hon. gentleman who 
addreRlied the bottae before we roae at six 
o'clook twitted this side of the house with 
having puaaed, ur at the preiienb time pace 
log, through & miaiuterlal criuiB. Well, air, 
I aokuowledgo the advantage which tbie 
party poaaeaaea in that respeot, and I take 
the allusion to it as a aompiiment:. It is, I 
tbiok, pretty well understood that only that 
p&tty which forma governments and oarries 
Cham on is liable to auoh a thing us a mlula- 
torial orisls, and my hon. frmnd, who f^r 
the last seventeen years hay neither formed 
a government nor attempted to uirry ou u 
({overnment, may have the aligot satieiao- 
tion whiob ho obtains by speaking about or 
watohiog with uU cbo interest and zest im- 
aginablo li minit'torinl oriaia in the purty 
which diiriuj.' 1 hobo Hovonteeu yearn hiis iil- 
ways ha.(l iu 1 hit country ii amblo govoru- 
meut uud u aluli o pulioy bohind thut govern- 
ment. My luju. irii'nd nmy bo congratuli- 
ted on oiM) ihiiiy, iind condoled with on uu 
other. He nj iy bo oongriilulated on the 
fact thiiC hii hia not hud ministerial criaee to 
trouble liiin during the luBt aevonteon youra. 
He m iy be condoled with upon the rather 
iiiourulul fjct thut, although time 
af.er time dutiiii; thoso atventoen 
yearn ho and hU party have fixed 
their longing eyta on tho boncheo 
on this side of the hrju'.c, and hoped r.o gain 
them through ministerial ccieca, thoy have 
been diaappoiiited in their hopoe. (Cheere.) 
There are men called wrcckora, who may 
never poBsciua a good ship of their own, but 
who linger about the sand dunes and rooka 
waiting for the good tight staunch veseei 
to come in in stress of weather, and go to 
pieces, when thoy may perhaps have plun- 
der, it they do not get the aolid bulk of the 
vessel to oonsolo themaelvoa with. We have 
passed through a ministerial oriels. Not 
very long ago the hon. gentlemen on the 
other side of the house, having lost hope 
after the eleotions had passed, and having 
seen their best cherished plans go agley, de- 
termined within tbemsslves, and more than 
once expressed that determination, that ot 
course there was no hopii for them until tho 
hand of Provldance should strike down the 
leader of the Liberal-Conservative pariy, 
and then they thought that in the confuniun 
they might leap into power. The hand of 
Providence was laid heavily upon thia party, 
and the chief who had led a government So 
long, and who had led a people so long, was 
taken away, and the hopes ut uur honorable 
friends were very high, but their hopes wore 
dashed. (Cheers) Not long afterwiirdo thoy 
expected again to gain pueaesaion ot the good 
ship of State, wh>^n tho captain vvao again 
suddenly lukuu away. When Sir John 
Abbott died they bad high hopes again, and 
their hopes wore again vaDquished, for from 
the officers who manned the good ship of the 
government one stepped into the captaincy, 
and a strong and firm hand held the helm of 
the vessel and guided it amidst all tho 
troubled waters through which it passed for 
four or five years. Ooca again a ministerial 
crisis came into view, and death having 
taken from us that loader, these hon. gen- 
tlemen, who could no longer tru<it to tbeir 
policy, but who simply looked to dlsintegre- 
tation to do a work inside of a party which 
they with all their artillery are not able to 
do freni the outside, supposed that they 
would come into power. (Cheers.) Their 
vanntiDga upon the plattorma and the high 
hopea and joyful countenances with which 
they came to this eession, gave promise to 
all their friends of speedy victory — victory 
from disintegration and falling asunder in 
the Liberal Conservative party. (Cheers ) 
Again they were dla&ppoloted, and now, at 
this last juncture of circumstances, when 
they see what tbey think is a grave crisis 
over 8 grave question in tho Liberal-Conser- 
vative party, thoy are ready to take advan- 
tage of it. Oece again they wish to slide 
into power upon two motions for adjourn- 
ment of the house, and the colorless 
catch resolution now before ca. (Cheers ) 
The hon. gentleman bus sought to es 
cabliah that this oriais has arisen from 
a lack of ooofidecoe among the members of 
the cabinet themaelvea, from miatruat be- 
twopn the one and the other. What are hie 
proofs ? He marshala in the first place the 
Btotement made in another place by one of 
my colleaguce, who, I regret t;o say, haa felt 
it hia duty to leave tho govornmout, and ia 
no longer with ua. Hut, sir, although ho 
marshala tho fact of the statement he failed 
to marshal tho full atatemont liBolf. Every- 
one in thia houao on both aidea w ho haa read 
that atatement, and haa thought over it, 
knowB that the ground which our late ool- 
leugno look — the atroog grounds that ho 
took — wore two. Firat, hi- ihiiught it was 
aBelees and unneceaaary, and posaibiy harm- 
ful, to any longor negotiate wi! Ii the local 
governmoot und legialature of Manitoba. 
He believed t hat iu tho course of further 
negotiations it might be possible that this 
parliament would lose its power and in- 
fiuencQ with roforenoo to any Ipgislatioo, 
and in tnat view I am glad to kno // ho does 
not find very muoh support outside of hia 
own opinion. As against Mr. Laurior'a 
argument that it was diairust and lauk of 
oocfidence which oaussd the differenci iu 
the ministry, I wish simply to give him two 
facta. The first is the statements I m^do 
on two dififerent oooasions, and aub- 
Btantiated by my oolleagueB themselvca 
In this house. But if there is one 
fact more than another to prove tho 
truth of my contention, it ia that the govern- 
ment's policy is now before thia houao in 
lu'l, and tho minlBtcrs are hero to bick it 
up as a united ministry. Juat here, in 
passing, lot me say that tho government 
have made no promise on thia (|Ucation iu 
the past which they have not iniploniontod. 
Thoy have made no pledges to thia houao 
and tho ountry which ihoy do not intend 
to implement when tho time onm?.a. Re- 
plying to Mr Lturiei'a chargo of vacillation 
Mr. Foster dif'^ndod tho courae rf the gov- 
eramont on the inaoivoncy bill, and made 
fnu of hie alludli g to tho ruduotion of cattle 
spvco by tw o if o>ics as an important obaogo 
of policy. Mr. Foucor instanced tho policy 
of confodnration and of interprovincial moans 
of oomaiuiiioatiou as broad lines to which 
the Liberal Couaervaiive party had stead- 
fastly adhered, and spoke of the National 
Policy in the same strain. He mot with a 
direct negative Mr. Laurioi's statement 
that the government had not dealt with the 
aehool qneatioo fairly, ainoerely and honestly. 
He said; "Sir, when this question 
firab came before thia Hunao, when 
the aohool law wsa paaaed In Mani- 
toba in 1890, what waa the first 
qneation which met) thia government 7 
The firab qneation waa aa to whether it 
ahonld veto the legialatlon of Manitoba or 
sob. And if anyone oUmored for that veto 




po ver being exerolsed, he was to be found 
aiijoDg the friends — ind Id hie own provincti 
— of tho louder 1 f the oppoaitinu. But the 
govcrutiient took a frank aud houeoc and 
Qonsietent uourao on that queetlon and re 
fused to veto the legialation of tho local 
legislature and government of ManiUiba, 
and that legislation went into etfeot. What 
was tho next course? Sir, thia government 
oouraged the appeal to the courts to ace 
whether that legialatlon was intra virea. It 
made that appeal to the oourta ui>l did it 
above board, land tho result waa that in the 
higheat court of the ICaipiro that legialation 
pronounced to he intra vino. There 
waa tlien a demand mado upon the govern- 
ment that it should come to iho aid of tho 
minority in the province (f Mauitt b.\ by 
remedial legialation at odop, which would 
put tho grievance right and give back to the 
minority tho privilegea whiuh they before 
that clino had exerciaed. Tho ooureo of the 
government was again consistent In that re 
gurd. It said, above all things let us know 
exactly what our powers are, let us know 
exactly what your grievances are, and bi 
foro we make a single step to remedy what 
you declare to be your grievance, let 
ua know exactly what our conatitu 
tional powers are. Well, sir, this 
course was carried out, and aUer wo had 
the deuision of the highest court, when all 
tho points were cleared by that deolaioo, 
when the grievance of tho minority was 
fully stated, when the powers th^t the gov 
ornment possessed were again staled, then 
the minority oame back to this government 
iwd asked that ita appeal bo beaid. The 
government beard ita appeal, and the gov 
ernmenb heard oonnsel for tho opposition and 
counsel for the looal government, and as a 
result they made the remedial order. Waa 
that not a wise thing to do? (Cheers.) 
Was it not an honest thing to do '! (Cheers ) 
Waa It not a eincaro and frank thing to do 
(Cheora.) Fault has been fnuud, and would 
bo found, 1 suppoflp, by my hon. friend, 
and perhaps by many others, aa to tho ex 
tent to which the remedial order wont. 
They aay in ao tjiaoy worda that it went too 
far How f >r liid the remedial ordtr go '! 
Tho rfniedi^il order went just so far, and 
only bi> tar ua toe alleged and ceri itied griev- 
ance of Iho minority went. When I aay 
the OtJi tided grievance of the minori y, I 
mean the grievance which was on- 
ered by the Judicial Committee of tho 1', ivy 
Uouncd, and upon which and with reference 
to which their deciaicn was made. 1 any 
that it would have been ua assumption ot 
power which I think would have been un 
warrantable if ihe government had refuaed 
to open that door by the width of its reme- 
dial order just as wide as the establishtd 
grievance of the minority, in order that if 
parliament wished it should not be shorn of 
one jot or tittle of its jurisdiction, and pow- 
erfully and completely to right that griev- 
ance if it chose in its wisdom to do so. So 
much then with reference to that. I believe 
that tho verdict of thia house and the ver- 
dict of this country hereafter will be that in 
these actions, and ao far aa we have gone, 
the government baa dene Ita simple duty, 
and only ita duty, in tbab regard. (Cheers.) 
Well air, aiach baa been made of the fact 
thab the language of the remedial order was 
too mandatory, that ita language was loo 
high, and that it should have been rather a 
request, and the charge ia brought 
against the government that it 
irritated the province of Manitoba 
la tho language and ieeuo cf tho 
remedial order. Well sir, I do not; think 
that governments in this country — Provin- 
cial or Dominion governments — aro simply 
children. I think they aro made up of 
grown moD, who understand the relation be- 
tween governments, and I doubt if there 
ia one iota cf foundation for that charge in 
the order, in the circumstances under which 
it waa given, and the quality which it 
ncoesaarily muat have, to juatify auoh 
a charge ugainat this gover'.jnient. It was 
like the order of a court, and it simply asked 
the Mauitcibj government and legia'ature, 
oo far aa legialation was neceesaiy, to rem- 
edy the grl( vanco. Tho remedial order hav- 
ing been ipsued it oughtn't to be considered 
as wanting in courtesy or in consideration 
towardu the looal government hecauao of the 
neceaoorily judicial tone In which it waa 
couched. Ir, partakes in no nature of a 
threat, but ia simply aa it woro the order of 
a court, reciting the facta and declaring 
what, ill 'ho judginont of tho court, follow- 
ing the judgment ol the Privy Council, 
seems to be necessary in order to remedy 
the grievances by the local authority itself, 
After the answer of the legislature to tho 
order was received, the government bad 
then but two oouraes open to it. This par- 
liament, If that were considered as a refusal 
to legislate, could proceed at once to rem- 
edy the grievance by legislation, or atill 
another attempt could be made and other 
negotiationa entered into, and another space 
of time left iu v/hich tho Manitobi govern- 
ment and legislature onuld think over the 
matter, ana could mako up ita mind whether 
r not i' atill ought not to ooino to a roaaon- 
ablo and aatiafootory ariangcment by virtue 
of its ov/a legialation. The governmeui, 
after thinking i matter very carefully 
over, came to ii..) conclusion that in a 
matter of thia moment it was boat 
thut tho local government ahould bo 
given every pnssiblo opportunity to 
maka the settlomont within ita own 
p )Wi>r and of itao f before jiirladiction 
should bo taken by thia parliaineui and 
rijmedial legialation ahould be introduced 
into this parliament. Does my hon. friend 
object to that ? If there waa any point to 
my hon. friend's remarks thia afternoon it 
was this, that conciliation stiould bo tried, 
and his quarrel with ua wos, it seemed to 
me, that conciliation had not been, as ho 
auld, tried from tho firat, so that in thia lino 
of policy, which the government has 
adopted, I oannot see that my hon. friend 
Qoda fanlb with the government for the 
added time it has given for a sottlement to 
this qneation by Manitoba itself. Now the 
statement of the polioy of this government 
has been made in this house, I leave it to' 
the houae, and I leava it to the country, if 
lb ia not a clear atatement of a policy, if it 
la not deflnito. I oali my hen. friend who 
sits on my right (Mr McCarthy) to witness. 
He haa declared in this house that tho gov- 
ernment's position has boon clearly delined, 
and ia well' known, and ho bases his attack 
henceforth on that lino of policy. Ic ia, or 
it is not, a clour and definite lino of policy. 
When the government states as a govern- 
ment, and unitedly to the houao and country 
that thoro ia, wo believe, a grievance for all 
concerned, and for pormanont settlement, it

THS INDIAN RESERVE). 

It appears that tho Indiana on the Song 
heea Beierve have not auffiaiont energy to 
ont down bhe thlatlea growing on their land, 
(Choae thiBtlea are an emblem of the Reserve 
ibaetf in iti present condition. It is of little 
use to its owners, and it ia a nulaanco to 
thoao living in ita neighborhood. Allowing 
that tcaot of land to remain in the posses- 
lioB of tboee who oan never malce a proper 
lue of id ia nob benefiatal to the members of 
the Songheea tribe, while it ia a Rroas 
and a manifest injastioe to the oity of Vto- 
toria. We cannot aoe how the true friends 
of the Indians can desire that thie piece of 
land of whiab it is utterly impossible for 
them to make a proper naer ahould remain 
in their possession, and it ia evident that 
intelligent oitlzena of Victoria muat aee that 
allowing the Reserve to remain in its pre- 
sent condition is a serious obstacle to tho 
progreas and tho proapority of tho oity. 
Permitting the Indians to remain on land in 
almost every reipeot unsnited to them is the 
reverae of klndneaa, Ita aituation near the 
oity expoaea them to temptationa whiob 
many of them are nnable to resist, and the 
consequenco is that tho longer they re- 
main on it tho loaa diapoaod arc thoaa 
who survive to lead lives suitable to their 
oondiljon and to their advanoemsnt in civil- 
ization. The reaerve in it* preaent condi- 
tion ia a blob on the landaoape and a atand- 
Ing reproach to the oity. It presents an 
obstacle to progress and improvemont that 
cannot be aurmountod by either publiu 
or private enterprise and energy. If that 
land was not in possession of the Indiana it 
would, long ere this, have been used for pro- 
fitable purposea, and wonld have been im- 
proved in such ',a way as to add to the 
beauty and the prosperity of the oity. But 
if the Indiana are allowed to retain it 
until A U. .'JOOO it will then bo in 
even n worse condition than it is at present. 
Other and more noxious woeda than tbiatlea 
will be allowed to grow npon it, exercising 
a bmefal influence upoa all who may bo so 
unfortunate as to live in its neighborhood. 

Those who have an enlightened regard for 
the welfare of tho Indiana themaolvaa ahould 
advocato their removal to a more suitable 
aituation. Justice doea nob require that 
this handful of Indiana should be allowed 
to continue in possession of the land to the 
disadvantage of the whole community. It 
muat bo remembered that the 
Indiana do not own tho land 
in tho aumu aonao as white 
settlers and citi;^9ns own land. Ibey have 
only the use of it. They oannot dispose of 
a single foot of it without the oonsent of the 
Government. If the land were divided 
among the irombers of the tribe to be theirs 
to Boli or otherwise diupoae of aa they 
should SCO lit, vory much would bo done 
towards comoving the bar to improvemont. 
Bat ib ia contended that they are not fib to 
be trotted with the fee simple of the 
property. Very welL Sorely ib can readily 
be sesn bhab if bhey are not fit to own the 
land they are not fit to ooaupy it when thoir 
occupation dooa them harm rather than 
good, and ia besidea an injury to tho com- 
mnnlty. Bemoving bhera bo a situation better 
anited to their habits can be no iDjugtioo 
to them, while ib will be a manUesb advan* 
bags to the citizens of Victoria. We do not 
deairo that tho mombera of the Songhcoa 
tribe shall bo in any rospoct injured liy any 
change that may lie made. On tho contrary 
we believe that their removal could be 
efieoted in anoh a way that they and their 
obildren after them would be greably bene- 
fited by the change. 

This la a matter of vory oonaidorablo Im- 
porbanoo to Victoria aa well aa to tho In- 
dians and ahould not bo for a moment lost 
sight of by tho Provincial Government, the 
Corporation of tho oity, and the citizens 
themaelvea. The land is boo valuable from 
every poinb of view bo remain in bhe poaaea- 
alon of those who oannob or will not even 
Iteep down bhe thisblea that grow upon ib. 



EXPESSIVB BLUNDaRS. 

Ths report of the ohairman of bhe eleottio 
light committee is nob pleasant reading. It 
shows that an important part of the city's 
buainesa has been grossly mismanaged and 
that a very oonsiderable snm of the city's 
funda has been miaapplied. When the 
oitizsna voted fifty-five thoaaand dollara for 
the erection of a power house and the pur- 
ohaaa of eluotrio lighting plant it was ba- 
lioved that tho turn wub quite autBcient (or 
the purposes intended. The oity has now 
tho power house and the plant, but from 
what Alderman Bragg aays neither one nor 
the other ia anything like what ib ought to 
be. There are, he says, *' what 
consider very aorloua dt facts in our 
now plant, which defects tho present 
okotric light oommibtee have been 
powerleaa to remedy, for the reason that bhe 
work waa boo far advanced when we took 
office, In certain ways, to be practtaally 
remedied." One of these defeats we are 
amazed to find ia that tho gonoroting ma- 
chinery has no proper foundation to rest 
upon. This is, indeed, a serious defeat. It 
is a mystery to us how this defect could be 
allowed to exist. If we are rightly informed, 
the power house is built upon a rook. If 
this ia the case, it ia most aiogular that the 
foundation for the machinery waa nob aa 
aolid aa it ia possible for a foundation to bo. 
It does not require a mechanical engineer to 
understand that bhe foundabion for delioate 
machinery, whiob ib la of bhe utmoat im- 
portance ahould run true and be constantly 
In the beat order, should be as firm and 
as free from vibration as the ingonuiby 
of man can make it. With the aolid rock 
for a foundation lb is diffioulb to see how the 
person who had the oversight of the con- 
struction of the building oould oonbrive to 
make It unstable. Ib aeema, too, that groaa 
blunders were made In the diaposition of the 
machinery, and that tho building la not long 
enough to permit of ita being so placed aa to 
work to the beat advantage. Did that evil 
genius of the Corporation, " the practical 
man," preside over tho oonatraotion of the 
power bouse 1 Well, whoever he was, ho 
has Boccseded in making a mesa of the whole 
business, and ib will require a very oonaidor- 
able sum to correct tho blundora he 
has made, and to pub the house 
and tho plant in proper shape. The 
money will of courao have to be expended, 
for it will never do to run the risk of ruin- 
ing the whole machinery for the want of 
the sum necessary to oorrocb (the mistakes 
that have been made. And tho money will 
□ob be thrown away if it will have the 
efleob of oonvinoing the present council and 
future couDoils that ia is fir better to pay 
the taxpayers' money bo men whose 
knowledge and skill in their various doparb- 
menta are admitted and who will be certain 
to do their work well, than to throw It 
away in trying to oorreot tho blunders 
made by ignorance, stupidity and conooit. 
If the Council have common prudence they 
will get bhe besb man obtainable to examine 
the new power house and the electric light 
Diant and bo guided solely by his advice. 
Thoy should take oare that no more expen- 
sive blunders will be made in this business 
of lidbting the city. 



has ke^L 111* kuouth shut, re^dy to take ad- 
vantage of any falao atcp the government 
may take, but afraid to take any atop what- 
ever himself. Chollenged on tho floor of 
the house to pub himself on record, he 
answered with silence, His plan ia 
nob deep.

Mr. Laurier's 
plan may turn oct to be of advantage to 
his party, bub it Is nob bhe plan of a states- 
man. 



MR. LAURIBR'S POSITION. 

The Times aoouaos ua in terms that aro 
neither truthful nor temperate of misquot- 
ing lb in the matter of Mr. Laurior'a motion. 
We had not tho moati remote intention of 
either mii<iuoting or miaropresenting our 
neighbor. If we had made a mistake and 
wore disposed to apologise we would be de- 
terred by the inolvility and false accusations 
of our oontemporary. But what we said 
with respect to both the motion 
and tho speech waa strictly true 
There was no plain speaking in either the 
one or bhe other. The people of Canada 
know aa little of Mr, Laurier's views on the 
school qusstion to-day as they did on the 
first day of the session that has juat cloacd. 
All hia utterances on that vory important 
queation wore bo guarded and ao ambiguo-ja 
that it ia to-duy impossible to tell where bo 
stands with regard to lb. Whether he ia 
in favor of what our oontemperary 
ia pleaaod to oall " ooerolon " or 
nob no ono aeema to know. 
Even the Times doea not venture to aaaort 
that non-interference ia tho policy of tho 
Liberal party. It is prudent in being silent 
on this subject, for it doea not know that 
what ib might venture to affirm to-day 
would be contradicted by Mr. Laurier's 
utterances to-morrow. It is to be presumed 
that BO prominent a member of tho Liberal 
party as Mr. Geoffrion, member for Ver- 
oheroB, knows as much about Mr. Laurier's 
policy and Mr. Laurier's Inbenbions as any- 
one, and Mr. Geoffrion has placed himaelf on 
record as being In favor of the Interposition 
of Parliament In the matter of the Manitoba 
schools.

It is to bo hoped that the project of pav- 
ing eomo of tho streets la not to bo aban- 
doned. The business streets of the city are 
in a diagracefnl condition and no time 
should be lost in having them properly 
paved. The paving will have to be done 
before long, and nothing will be gained by 
postponing the work for a few months or 
oven years. Thoy are continually gotllng 
worse and the money that is constantly 
being expended upon them is to a very 
great extent wasted. Tho monsy for pav- 
ing the atreeta muat be borrowed, and the 
sums now spenb in patching them and 
vainly trying to make them decent 
would go a long way towarda paying the 
interest on the paving bonds. The rate- 
payers could, we believe, easily be con- 
vlnoed of this, and would oonaont to a be- 
ginning being made to the work of paving 
immediately. Tbey all see how necessary 
ib is that tho atreeta should be put in better 
order, and aa it ia not proposod to pave all 
tho Btreota that need paving at once, they 
muat aee that they and the city will bo 
losers rather than gainers by delay. 

There is one improvement bhab the ciity 
oouDoil oan make ab once, and without any 
great additional expense. Tho aldermen 
muat have seen that there aro a groat many 
loose otonea on many of the atreeta. Thoao 
atonea arc unploasanb to pedestriuna and a 
continual danger to horsea. Tho number of 
horses that are lamed by bheae looae atonea 
is very coosldorable. A valuable animal 
can easily be permanently injured by them. 
They can with very little trouble bo swept 
out of the roadway and carried to where 
thoy will do good innteud of harm. If the 
oorporation would give this matter their at- 
tention they wonld oonfer a very oonsider- 
able benefib on a useful and ioQaential olaas 
of citizena and do no harm to themaelves. 

It ia not pleuBunt to aoo Viotoria falling 
behind in tho department of atroot improve- 
ment. A compuriaon in the matter of stroota 
between Vancouver and Victoria is nob by 
by any means in Viotoria'a favor.

Nteps Taken Towards Keeping u Kecord of 
the Mining Development of the Province 
With Up to Date Information, 

Hon. Col. 15:ikor, In bio capacity of minis- 
ter of minea, has caused to bo sent out to tho 
various mining recorders throughout the 
proving, circulars requesting them to gather 
every poaaibie information as to mines and 
mining operations in their diatriots. This 
information will be forwarded through I hs 
Gold Commiaaioners of the diatriots to Vic- 
toria, with samples of ores from the minea, 
also aamples of the rook from the banging 
and foot walla. Thi* Is tbe first move to- 
wards eatabllahing a Bureau of Mining fcr 
the province, A portion of tbe provinoial 
muaeum will for the preaent be aet apart for 
the specimona of ore from the different 
inlnoa, or;d ti'ofulleat information obtainable 
aa to the nature of tho ore, the workings of 
tho mine and tho geology of tho vicinity 
will bo kept on record. Then when any in- 
quiry ia mado as to any mine, or of the pro- 
gress or prospects of any district, from tho 
data at hand tho fullest information obtain- 
able will be furnished. This will be of enor- 
mous benefit, especially to would-be inves- 
tors, and will aid greatly In the develop- 
ment of tho British Columbia mining indus- 
try. The records will be kept up to date 
and made as accurate aa posaible.

Marvin & Co., who has boon in Japan for 
several months looking after iho sealing in- 
tereata of his firm, returned home by the 
abeamahip Empreaa of India laat evening. 
Most of his time while away was spent in 
Vokohama. Of the sealing operatlona on 
the Japan coast this year ho gives tho fol- 
lowing ooniploto report which was published 
in the Japan Daily Mail on the 11th 
Instant : 

The sealing season on the coast of Japan 
being now all over the achocnera engaged in 
tho business have returned and sailed again 
for northern waters, Tho results of the 
season's catch have fallen very short of ex- 
pcctationa, owing to the oontinuanoo of 
strong winds in the early and best part of 
the season, during which bunting operations 
could not be carried on, and altbougb a fair j 
amount of work was done during the latter 
part of the soason the number of seals taken 
is far short of that of last year. The sealers 
on the coast of British Columbia have been 
equally unfortu[:ate from tho same cause, 
having hud to coor,end against the severest 
gales ever experienced on that coast, with 
tho result that tbe British Columbia catch 
ia amall compared with that of previous 
years. Seals wore found to be plentiful, 
both here and on the other aide, tbe weather 
alone preventing operatlona being carried 
on. Those engaged in tho business now 
look forward to making fair catohoa on tho 
northern trip, but even if the veasela make 
as good an average in tbe north as in former 
years there will still be a great shortage in 
the total catoh for the aeaaoo, and tho only 
consolation for those engaged In tho indus- 
try ia that prices at present ruling are much 
hieher than those of last soason.

Iho Japan Daily Mail adds ; " The seal- 
ing industry of Japan is gradually growing. 
The few schooners from Hakodate this year 
did fairly well, and some of them made us 
good catches aa tho British and American 
craft. Some ill feeling, it is said, has been 
caused by Japan's refusal to enter into an 
agreement to prohibit pelagic sealing on tbe 
high Sea off her coaats. Such a course 
oould hardly be expected from Japan, apart 
from the fact that such methods are incon- 
alatent with Japaneae ideas, of justice, to 
say nothing of establlabiog the precedent 
that u nation or combination of nations can 
uloso tho high soaa to the prosecution of a 
merely cummercial pursuit when no national 
emergency justifies the action, Tbe Japan- 
ese government granted special oonoeeaiona 
to encourage thoir people to invest money 
in Iho sealing Industry, and this has al- 
ready been done, so that the authorities 
could not now consistently agree to oioso 
the Pacific Ocean, In tho interest of those 
Japanese who have invested capital in seal- 
ing veasela, the governmenl) should do all 
in its power to protect tho seals in 
their rookeries so that they may remain 
undistuibad during tho brooding time, and 
permit pelagic sealing only, Tho rookeries 
in tho poaaession of Japan have almost been 
destroyed through tho exterminating raids 
made upon them by forolco hunters in years 
gono by, but not entirely so ; In fact, if 
properly protected, in a very few years the 
roouperatlve power of these animals to re, 
stock the once swarming rookeries belong- 
ing to Japan would become apparent, and a 
valuable artiole ot commerce bo preset vod 
from extinetion to the benefit of those 
Japanese enssged in tho pursuit of the fur 
seal, for there is no reason why, with a little 
experience, tbe aohoonora under the Riaing 
Sun flig ahonid not do aa well ae tbe beat of 
tho Briciah or American craft. The course 
the government of Japan has thought proper 
to adopt in this matter has fa«en in the in- 
terest of its people, and baa iiot bsen in- 
fluenced by the action of other eoaotrles."

'Ouo of tho leaduig articles iu a recent 
number of Tho Collego Folio, a monthly 
edited and published by the students of 
the Woman's collogo of the Western Be- 
sorvo university at Cleveland, is on
